The ttrst mooting of the McGUl 
Chemical Society for the proacnt ses- 
sion was held In tho Chemistry and 
Mining Building Friday 10th, at 5 
o'clock. The btiainess boforo tho 
Society waa the election of officers 
for the year 131S-1320. and reacted

The formation of an inter-alllcd che- 
mical society waa first discussed at 
a meeting of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, held on November 14th, in 
London. A furlhor long discussion 
took place at a meeting of the Socleto 
de ('hemic Industriello in Paris, and 
as a result of this latter, It was de- 
cided to form a committee of six dele- 
gates from each of the Chemical So- 
cieties of America. Belgium, England, 
Franco and Italy. These met In Lon- 
don. July Hth to 17th. 1919. Dr. 
Ituttàn, who with Dr. MacLcaian, re 
presented Canada at the meeting of 
the International Research Council 
at HruBolu, July 22nd, was present by 
Invitation and waa asked to repre- 
sent the American Chemical Society 
as a delegate. 

The proceodlnga of tho Conference 
were conducted In French. The Mmt 
business waa the framing of the con- 
stitution of the now body, which is to 
be known as "Tho International Union 
of Pure and Applied Chemistry." Of- 
ficers wore then elected. 

There waa a divergency of opinion 
with regard to bibliography between 
the Kngllsh and Americans, on the 
one band, and tho French and Bel- 
gians. Tho latter party desired ela- 
borate and perfect systems. This waa 
finally thought to be lmposlble. Ab- 
stracts will bo made aa before, but 
Proofs of these will be sent to every 
Journal of every allied cpuntry pre- 
vious to publication. The French

System is the secret of accomplishment. The ability to arrange 

* h» 

""the "everyday routine that every duty will receive proper and adc- 

qtutc attention and that the utmost may be made of every minute, 
..... 

this is the basis upon which many a man has founded his success. 

Most of us has to contend with an unfortunate tendency to take 
lings as they come. Wc lack the cold calculation and foresight 
which should be expressed in a more or less hard and fast schedule 
to which wc should make our daily activities conform. The result 
of this laxity is a deplorable inefficiency. At times wc find our- 
selves literally "kiling time," and then again after an incredible short 
interval wc awake to find ourselves buried beneath a host of duties 
the performance of which seems a veritable impossibility. The 
solution of the whole problem is the adoption of an adequate sys- 
tem. Through lack of a schedule to which we may make our en- 
deavors conform we are merely groping our way. 

Wc arc daily confronted with the spectacle of men who possess 
amazing capabilities, men who accomplish incredible amounts of 
work and yet do it unostentatiously and apparently leisurely. The 
fact of the matter is not that they are endowed with any special 

r powers of accomplishment but rather that they arc efficient. On 
the- other hand wc arc in constant association with men who are 
in a perpetual hurry and who, though their burdens arc in nowise 

f tbnormal arc ever behind in their work. 

The university is the training ground 'for citizenship. What 
arc at college that, in great measure, will be when we face the 
world oh our own responsibility. It is therefore of supreme im- 
portance that wc should cultivate uow, the habits which make for 

. 

success and efficiency. 

The session has only commenced, but it is far enough advanced 
for every man to be able to lay down a fairly approximate plan 
whereby he may be guided in his daily routine. None of us can 
afford to waste time. First of all of course arc our academic duties, 
but after their performance our obligation by no means ceases. The 
various undergraduate activities all have to some extent a just claim 
on our time and effort, but unless wc force ourselves to conform to 
a definite plan or system wc cannot hope to satisfactorily accom 
plish anything. 

While the session is quite young let us systematize our efforts 
and apportion to the various activities which demand our attention 
tho time which their relative importance justifies. Let us be effi- 
cient men— men of real accomplishment. „

In his remarks to the Shareholders. Mr. W. A. Block, Vice-President 
and Managing Director, called attention to the fact that the profits for the 
year under review were less than those of the previous year by 8322,888.26*. 

The Capital of the Shareholders Invested In the business at the com- 
mencement of the year was S9.026.t99.06, so that the profits of 81,632,516.58 
represent 16.4% on the Capital, not Including the Bonds. If the Bonds were 
Included as Capital, the percentage earned would bo 18.3%. It will be noted 
from the Balance Sheet that the Shareholders' Invested Capital at the close 
of the year amounted to $10,744,516.64. 

Mr. Black also stated: 

"A* a result of the Armistice, there was a material reduction In the 
volume of business in all Departments. There was also a alight reduction 
In the percentage of profit* on the turnover, which were a little under 2%, 
as agalnat being a little over that figure lost year. This must be admitted 
s» being a very small margin and would not mako a reasonable return but 
for the large volume of business. 

"The outlook now Is for an early return to the sharp competition for 
export business which existed prior to tho war. Duties on flour Imports, 
which were removed In some countries during the war, are being put on' 
again, with the idea of encouraging and atlmulating manufacture at home 
to provide work for their people, and securing the wheat offals, which are 
necessary for dairy and general livestock feeding. It Is most essential, hojv- 
ever, that our own farmer* and dairymen he supplied with the necessury 
feed for their livestock, and the Government may yet find It necessary to 
take steps to assist the mills in retaining a large oxport trade In flour If the 
dairying and stock Interest Is to continue at least on its present basis."

BELGIAN WAGE I'OMHTIOXS. 

Despite the general Increase in 
wages In iiuiope. payment to Indus- 
trial workers Is still much helow the 
standards on this continent, and the 
hours of work are considerably longer. 
The United 8tato8 Trade Commis- 
sioner at Brussels, Belgium, has sent 
to the Department of Commerce at 
Washington a report on wages and 
hours of work containing details 
which the Commlr.sloner Bays may he 
regarded as representative of general 
wago conditions In Belgium. It 
shows blacksmiths, machinists, etc., 
employed by the community in recon- 
struction work, receiving from 19 to 
24 cents per hour for an eight-hour 
day, while mechanics employed In tex- 
tile factories aro paid from 18 to 2C 
cents per hour. Chief machinists get 



$12.15, expert machinists $11.77, apd 
assistant machinists $11.19 per week 
of 54 hours. Skilled workmen In the 
rubber factories are paid 24 cents per 
hour, and laborers 10 cents per hour 
for a 22-hour week. The 54-hour 
week Is fairly general In the textile 
Industries. In the linen Industries 
children are receiving 7 cents per 
hour, whllo tho scale for experiencd 
mal cotton spinners ranges frqm 23 
to 28 cents per hour. In the clothing 
Industries garment workers receive 19 
centB por hour with a 9-hour day. 
Carpenters are paid 23 cents per hour 
for a 54-hour week, whllo masons and 
plasterers receive 17 and 18 cents per 
hour supplemented by a bonus of I 
cents per hour on account of the bil l, 
cost of living. Painters get 16 to 1 7 
cents per hour plus a 4-ceni Unnua.
